It is unfortunate that the Roosevelt economy ax 
should fall first upon the CCC for of all the emer­ 
gency agencies which grew out of the depression this, 
most of all. has Justified Its existence in a way which 
had led many to believe it should be a permanent 
government agency 
The OCC has taken from 300.000 to 400,000 boys a 
year out of idleness and abject poverty and has given 
them wholesome, constructive work and training 
It 
has not only built roads, conservation and reforesta­ 
tion projects and other things much more useful than 
the average relief project but ijt also built upstanding, 
healthy young men out of undernourished and un­ 
trained boys 
Under present plans appropriations and enrollment 
will be cut and the CCC will be abandoned altogether 
in 1840. There are now 300,000 youths in the camps 
and it Is proposed to cut the number to 250,000 next 
year. 
It costs roundly 11,000 to keep a COC enrol lee in
